Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Mortality  of  your  District  during  the  year  1948. 

POPULATION 

The  estimated  population  (as  supplied  by  the  County  Council) 
of  the  District  is  10,800,  as  compared  with  10,430  for  last  year. 

The  population  taken  at  the  Census  (1931)  was  12,028. 

AREA 

The  District  extends  over  an  area  of  7,855  acres,  and  is 
situated  own  the  borders  of  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire,  at  a  height 
ranging  from  about  440  to  1,550  feet  above  sea  level. 

The  climate  is  somewhat  damp,  but  bracing. 

The  chief  industries  -  manufacture  of  cotton,  woollen,  and 
artificial  silk  goods;  leather;  iron  turning  and  'NunHing. 

Density  per  acre  1.37, 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  number  of  deaths  in  the  District  in  1948  was  155,  75  males 
and  80  females,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  1403  per  1,000 
of  the  estimated  population. 

The  number  of  births  was  190,  98  males  and  92  females,  which 
is  equivalent  to  a  birth  rate  of  17.5. 

There  were  7  still-births,  3  males  and  4  females,  giving  a  rate 
per  1,000  total  (Live  and  still)  births  of  35. 

The  births  for  the  year  exceeded  the  deaths  by  35,  and  the 
birth  rate  exceeded  the  death  rate  by  3.2;  the  mean  birth  rate  for 
che  past  five  years  exceeding  the  mean  death  rate  by  2.0. 

For  1947  the  birth  rate  was  21.8,  and  the  death  rate  16.4,  and 
the  averages  for  the  past  five  years  were:-  birth  rate  17.7,  and  the 
death  rate  15.7. 

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  birth  rate  is  4.3 
below  the  previous  year,  and  0.2  below  the  average,  and  the  death 
rate  2.1  below  the  previous  year,  and  1.4  below  the  average. 

For  further  particulars  see  table  at  the  end  of  the  Report, 

The  health  visiting  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  County 
C  ouncil. 

INFANT  DEATHS 

There  have  been  11  deaths  under  1  year,  which  is  equivalent 
to  a  death  rate  of  57  per  1,000  live  births,  against  14  deaths  and 
a  rate  of  61  in  1947,  and  an  average  of  49  for  the  pact  five  years. 
From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  rate  is  4  below

I  am  chiefly  indebted  for  information  regarding  un-notif iable 
diseases  to  the  School  Attendance  Officer. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL 

Prior  to  the  5th  July*  the  two  large  wards  were  reserved  for 
Scarlet  Fever,  and  the  two  small  wards  for  Diphtheria  or  Enteric, 
but  not  both  at  the  same  time. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Rochdale  Corporation  to  treat 
cases  o^f  Infectious  Diseases  (  except  Smallpox)  at  the  Marland  Fever 
hospital  when  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Hollingworth  was  full,  or 
the  Wards  were  not  available  for  their  treatment. 

In  the  case  of  an  outbreak  of  Smallpox  in  the  District,  arran¬ 
gements  had  been  made  for  the  removal  of  all  cases  to  the  Bury  and 
District  Joint  Board's  Hospital, 

TUBERCULOSIS 

There  were  three  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  one 
from  non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  against  6  deaths  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  and  none  from  non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  1947, 

There  were  24  notifications,  6  of  which  were  new  cases  and 
18  duplicate  notifications  which  were  chiefly  notifications  of 
admission  and  discharge  of  patients  at  Sanatoria.  Of  the  6  new 
cases,  5  were  Pulmonary  and  1  non-Pulmonary,  as  compared  with  5 
and  2  last  year.  Of  the  6  new  cases  four  have  or  are  receiving 
treatment  in  Hospital  or  Sanatoria, 

The  occupations  of  the  new  cases  were  as  follows:-  Cotton 
operatives  2,  Labourer  1,  Ex-Service  1,  Clerk  1,  and  Scholar  1, 

In  accordance  with  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regul¬ 
ations  1930,  a  Register  is  kept  of  all  cases  notified  and  a  quart¬ 
erly  statement  forwarded  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
showing  all  admissions  to  and  removals  from  the  Register  and  the 
cause  of  such  removals. 

The  number  of  Tuberculous  persons  in  the  District  at  the  begin 
-ning  of  the  year  was  52,  24  Pulmonary  and  28  non-Pulmonary,  6 
cases  have  been  notified  for  the  first  time,  5  Pulmonary  and  1  non- 
Pulmonary;  and  17  cases  -  7  Pulmonary  and  10  non-Pulmonary,  have 
been  removed  from  the  Register,  leaving  a  total  of  41  at  the  end 
of  the  year  -  22  Pulmonary  and  19  non-Pulmonary.  Of  the  17  cases 
removed  from  the  Register,  4  have  died,  3  struck  off  as  "Disease 
not  confirmed",  3  as  "Disease  arrested",  3  for  "other  medical  rea¬ 
sons",  and  4  have  removed  out  of  the  District  or  to  unknown  addres¬ 
ses. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Registrar,  deaths  from  Tuberculosis 
and  other  Infectious  Diseases  are  notified  on  registration  so  as  to 
facilitate  the  disinfection  of  houses  where  deaths  have  occurred, 

DISINFECTION 

26  Houses  and  342  articles  of  bedding  and  clothing  etc.,  were 
disinfected  during  the  year.  18  Notices  have  been  sent  to  School¬ 
masters  and  Sunday  School  Secretaries  informing  them  of  children 
suffering  from  or  after  recovery  from  Infectious  Diseases  and  pro¬ 
hibiting  them  and  other  children  from  the  same  house  attending  school 

HOUSING 

During  the  year,  the  remaining  6  of  the  32  houses  erected  on 
the  Shore  Estate  were  completed,  and  58  of  the  78  houses  being 
erected  on  the  Hollingworth  Estate  were  completed.  In  addition, 

35  houses  being  erected  by  private  enterprise  were  completed  as 
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follows:-  28  at  the  private  housing  estate  at  Shore,  4  at  Moorside, 

Blackstone  Edge,  2  at  Smithy  Bridge,  and  1  at  Wellington  Street. 

6  Houses  were  remedied  from  overcrowding,  and  at  the  end  of 
the  year  7  houses  were  known  to  be  overcrowded  in  the  number  of 
persons  occupying  same.  This  overcrowding  is  chiefly  due  to 
either  the  shortage  of  houses,  or  the  inability  or  unwillingness  of 
families  to  pay  the  increased  rents  of  new  houses  which  are  being 


erected.

I; HABITED  HOUSES 

The  number  of  houses  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  habitation 
at  the  Census  in  April  1931  was  3,561.  Since  then  312  new  houses 
have  been  occupied.  99  new  houses  were  occupied  during  the  year; 

64  erected  by  the  Council  and  35  by  private  enterprise.  During 
the  year  there  has  been  a  loss  of  16  houses;  10  "back  to  back"  or 
houses  "not  through"  were  made  into  5  "through"  houses,  and  11 
houses  were  demolished  or  ceased  to  be  occupied. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  District  generally  is  supplied  with  water  by  Rochdale  Corp¬ 
oration,  The  supply  has  been  satisfactory.  During  the  year  12 
houses  have  been  provided  with  Corporation  water.  A  number  of 
houses  in  the  District  are  supplied  with  water  from  private  supplier, 
which  in  some  cases  are  not  as  satisfactory  as  could  be  desired. 

COWSHEDS  ADD  PARk  BUILDINGS 

There  are  79  in  the  district,  and  47  milk  sellers,  A  maj¬ 
ority  of  them  are  in  reasonable  state  of  repair.  Extensive  repairs 
■were  carried  out  at  2  farms  during  the  year. 

At  three  farms  in  the  District,  licences  have  been  renewed  by 
the  County  Council  to  produce  Accredited  milk.  At  these  farms 
samples  of  the  milk  are  taken  for  examination  for  Tubercle  Bacilli, 

B.  Coli,  and  the  Methylene  Blue  Test. 

Samples  of  milk  for  analysis  under  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act  are 
also  taken  by  the  County  Council. 

The  supply  has  been  sufficient. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  is  only  one  in  the  District  which  has  been  regularly 
inspected. 

OE PENSIVE  TRADES 

There  are  3-1  fellmonger,  1  glue  maker,  and  1  soap  boiler. 

All  have  been  inspected  and  found  satisfactory. 
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SC AVENG ING 

During  the  year  the  night-soil  which  has  been  collected  has 
heen  emptied  direct  into  the  sewer  at  a  convenient  part  of  the  District 
The  house  refuse  is  taken  to  the  tip  at  Hollingworth.

The  sewage  is  treated  at  the  Sewage  Works  by  Precipitation 
and  Filtration*  Two  samples  of  the  effluent  were  taken  and  were 
satisfactory* 

RODENT  CONTROL 

2  Shops,  and  2  Domestic  premises  were  treated  during  the  year 
with  apparently  satisfactory  results.  2  maintenance  treatments 
of  the  sewers,  and  2  of  the  Council’s  Refuse  Tip  at  Hollingworth 
were  carried  out  during  the  year  satisfactorily. 

FACTORIES  ACT  1937 

There  are  83  Factories  with  mechanical  Power  and  10  Factories 
without  mechanical  PoweE  on  the  Register.  On  inspection  of  these 
premises  a  reasonable  standard  has  heen  found  to  obtain  in  respect 
to  Sections  1  to  4,  and  6  and  7  of  the  Act. 

During  the  year  the  Sanitary  accommodation  at  6  Factories 
has  heen  improved  by  the  erection  of  additional  water  closets.
